Ruth  Bader  Ginsburg  became  an 
Associate  Justice  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court 
in  1993  .   She  is  the  second 
woman  to  serve  in  the  Court . 
Throughout  her  many  years  of 
dedication,    she  has  provided 
a  steady  liberal  voice. 


During  the  1970s,   Ruth  Bader 
Ginsburg  was  general  counsel  to 
the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union (ACLU),    an  organization  that 
works  for  citizen's  rights.  While 
particpating  within  the  ACLU, 
Ginsburg  actively  supported 
women's  right. Till  present  day, 
Justice  Ginsburg,    along  with  her 
colleagues,   have  won  many  cases 
involving  quality  between  the 
sexes .
